











Introducing the 
Gallery Mint 
Museum 


Our goal is to create a fully functional mint that 
demonstrates early coin-making methods using an- 
tique and reproduction machinery.

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Several separate exhibits in the museum will il- 
lustrate the evolution of coin making from ancient 
Greece through the Industrial Revolution. 

By making the museum operational, it comes to life. 
Wooden gears creak, the melting furnace roars as large 
bellows are pumped by a 12 foot water wheel. Ham- 
mers and anvils ring as silver bars are hammered into 
sheet. The visual impact will be a great delight to all 
who see it. We believe that this is an interesting way to 
promote a better understanding and appreciation of the 
medallic and numismatic arts. By using the actual ma- 
terials and tools of the period, we hope to gain a better 
insight into the problems that faced the early coin 
makers. 

The project is the brain child of engraver Ron 
Landis. Ron has been interested in early coin-making 
techniques since he started demonstrating his art at 
Renaissance Festivals over ten years ago. Ron Landis 
is also one of the co-founders of Project: Segovia, an 
effort to restore a 16th century water wheel-powered 
mint in Segovia, Spain. 

Ron's most recent achievement is the completion of 
the Royal Mint of the Renaissance at the Texas Re- 
naissance Festival. The 'Royal Mint' was the largest, 
most complete working exhibit of its kind. Ron Landis 
and partner Joe Rust demonstrated old coin-making 
techniques to festival goers for two years before de- 
ciding to move to Arkansas to build a permanent, 
year-round museum. 

Landis and Rust have recently acquired 24 acres 
near Eureka Springs, Arkansas. This site has enough 
year-round springs, the output of which will be stored 
in a series of small reservoirs, to power the water 
wheels. Eureka Springs is already a well established 
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tourist area capable of supporting an attraction of this 
scale. 

The art of coin making is one that literally created 
the economic system as we know it. The technologies 
created for coin making have made their way into 
modern industries in ways far too numerous to men- 
tion. This art form has made such a profound impact on 
the way we live our daily lives that we believe it de- 
serves a museum dedicated to the subject. 

Landis and Rust will be offering courses in hand 
engraving. Their hope is to pass on this dying art form 
to interested artists. The museum also will contain a 
small library with books on numismatics and related 
subjects. 

The funding for this project will come from the sales 
of collectibles produced at the mint. Your support is 
needed. As a supporter and patron of the museum, you 
will be given first opportunity to purchase limited edi- 
tion medals, tokens, and art certificates created es- 
pecially for this purpose. 

When you buy a piece from Gallery Mint, you can 
be satisfied that your money is going to a worthy cause. 
You will also receive our quarterly newsletter to keep 
you up to date on the progress of the musuem.

The temporary studio at the Gallery Mint is now 
complete. The workshop will house the presses and 
machine shop. The majority of the work was done 
by the Gallery Mint co-founder, Joe Rust. 

The studio will make it possible for the Gallery 
Mint to produce the medals offered to patrons and 
collectors, while the museum is being built on the 
24-acre site outside Eureka Springs. 

Also in progress is a scale model of the museum, 
which will be used as a planning tool for the overall 
project. The model, which will be shown at coin and 
art shows and schools, will help promote the mu- 
seum. The model should be completed by the end of 
1993.

This high relief art medal is approximately 
3/8 inch thick. Around the edge are seven 
different mint scenes which illustrate the 
steps in coin production, from mining to 
striking. Somewhat experimental in nature, 
this medal is hot struck in a four piece 
hand-engraved collar to produce the unique 
edge design. Individually numbered, lim- 
ited edition of 500 in .999 fine silver 
only. 





Medusa - Perseus 


The first in a series of high relief art medals 
based on Greek Mythology. This medal is hot 
struck on our 30 ton screw press, without a 
collar, producing the "hand hammered" look 
of classic Greek coinage. Medals will vary 
Slightly in size and shape. Individually 
numbered in a series of limited edition of 
500 in silver only.
